Saucbnok and Iggy*s was Uilhelm fiepye 0 The friendship between tSife two 
socratarios was much more intense than that of the rulers and their 
informal c orients tend to olarify the formal letters of Joe and Iggy 0 
CJhe history of Poland during this era of turbulanoe has much to 
teach us and especially the relations between Russia and Germany during 
this period will offer ^ts much food for thought on the politics of 
Eastern Lurope© 

Even more interesting are the contrasting personalities of these 
two men that x/ero so devoted to Poland*
